INEOS brings production of 
the Grenadier to Bridgend 


INEOS Automotive 
will bring produc¬ 
tion of its “Projekt 
Grenadier” 4x4 to 
Bridgend, Welsh 
Government 
Economy Secretary 
Ken Skates 

announced on 
September 18. 

Up to 500 jobs will be 
created at a new car-pro¬ 
duction plant, to be built 
at a site adjacent to the 
Ford Bridgend engine 
plant, which is to close 
by September 2020. 

Development of 
the site infrastruc¬ 
ture - which forms 
part of the Brocastle 
Industrial Estate - 
already underway, and 
production of the new 
vehicle is projected to 
start as early as 2021. 

As reported previously 
in The GEM and else¬ 
where, the Ford Bridgend 
plant has been scheduled 
to close for a number of 
years due to production 
of a Jaguar Land Rover 
(JLR) engine moving to 
the West Midlands, and 
a downturn in demand 
for the Ford engines. 

The news about 
the Grenadier will, 
therefore, be a fillip 



for Bridgend and the 
surrounding areas. 

The GEM contacted 
industry expert, Hayley 
Pells for comment on 
Projekt Grenadier, 
and the market for 
a lightweight 4x4. 

Understandably, 
concern has been 
voiced about the future 
of employment at 
the site and first pub¬ 
lished in The GEM on 
January 14 was that Sir 
Jim Ratcliffe, one of 
Britain’s richest men, 
was keen to enter the 
car market for the first 
time with an ambitious 
project building a Sports 
Utility Vehicle (SUV). 

The market for a 
capable, lightweight 


SUV is robust, as sales 
of the hugely success¬ 
ful Suzuki Jimny have 
proved, with an insa¬ 
tiable appetite for the 
vehicles left unslaked 
since the discontin¬ 
uation of the Land 
Rover Defender series 
on January 29, 2016. 

Sir Jim unsuccess¬ 
fully attempted to buy 
the original Defender 
designs from Land 
Rover and has openly 
spoken of his disap¬ 
pointment that there 
was not a British-built 
vehicle of this type. 
Putting his money where 
his mouth is shows a 
brave move from the 
Brexiteer. By leaning 


heavily on MB Tech 
(formerly a Mercedes 
division) and BMW’s 
power plant, the experi¬ 
enced engineering work 
and design bodes well 
for a reliable platform 
using proven technology. 

Competition has been 
fierce to secure invest¬ 
ment for Bridgend, with 
multiple sites becoming 
available at the same 
time, Swindon’s Honda 
factory was also care¬ 
fully considered for 
Projekt Grenadier, the 
name given to what 
has been hailed as 
the ‘ spiritual succes¬ 
sor’ to the Defender. 

With Land Rover 
itself showcasing 


semi-official peeks 
of the new Defender 
racing up the hill at the 
Goodwood’s Festival of 
Speed and a few pictures 
of the new model emerg¬ 
ing on Twitter for the 
latest Bond film, having 
a home-grown SUV may 
be closer to the original 
design, which legend 
has it was first drawn in 
the sand at Red Wharf 
Bay in Anglesey in 1947 
by brothers Maurice 
and Spencer Wilks 
who wanted a rugged, 
no-nonsense four wheel 
drive vehicle that could 
withstand the demands 
of off road driving.

‘I will only use 
my black sack for 
recycling’ 

I FULLY endorse the sentiments of 
your (unnamed) correspondent in last 
week’s GEM regarding the unneces¬ 
sary complexity of the latest incarnation 
of the recycling scheme and their doubts 
that the collection staff will be any more 
diligent in returning the bags and boxes 
neatly to where they found them or, finally 
succeed in emptying the contents into their 
vehicles rather than scattering much of it 
in the road and leaving it for us to pick up. 

Of course, we already know that once emptied 
these bags - even in a moderate breeze - take on a 
life of their own, so adding to the number that we are 
now being expected to use and then go searching for 
will only add to the problem. So, here’s what I am 
proposing to do. 

Even though I have been an ardent recycler since 
moving to the Vale 10 years ago, as from October 
14 I’m going to stop recycling altogether and deposit 
everything in my presently under-utilised black sack 
allocation. 

Why? Not because sorting recycled material is 
arduous, too time consuming or because this hare¬ 
brained scheme is impractical and unnecessary, 
but mainly because as our council tax escalates 
year-on-year we get fewer services and benefits in 
return. Now, being expected to do the council’s job 
for them in terms of sorting our recycling is the last 
straw, and the appalling waste of money being spent 
on all these new bags and boxes, most of which will 
likely go AWOL within the first few weeks, simply 
adds insult to injury. 

VoG has banged on for ages about how efficient 
it is in recycling compared to other local authorities 
in Wales, but I suspect this is likely to change much 
sooner and quicker than they anticipate, especially 
if enough cheesed-off and ripped-off taxpayers are 
prepared to boycott this latest ill-conceived scheme. 

I am not advocating sending more than is neces¬ 
sary to landfill for longer than necessary, but if that’s

Reader advises her 
dustmen to take 
strike action 

I N response to a recent GEM letter 
regarding recycling being too compli¬ 
cated, recycling is supposed to made 
easy in order to encourage more and more 
people to recycle - not with this council. 

I understood from Waste Management that the 
system now in place was to avoid recycling being 
contaminated by food waste hidden in the bags, 
thereby doing away with the single use bags it was 
put in. 

We still continue to line our kitchen waste bins 
with bags; on the day of collection, these bags are 
ripped open to transfer the contents into a light¬ 
weight blue bag - and promptly stuff the recycling 
bag in with it. 

It defeats the object of getting rid of the single 
use plastic bag, and people are still putting food in 
the blue bags. 

On the collection days, the dustmen attempt to 
empty the bags on the cart, but most of it falls on the 
road, leaving a trail of rubbish everywhere they go. 

Last week in the wind, the rubbish and empty 
blue bags were blown about, which can blow onto 
windscreens blocking out the vision of a motorist, or 
get caught under a vehicle. 

A lot of people do not have room on their property 
to keep these blue bags that blow around, and they 
can become a serious trip hazard that fails miserably 
to contain the contents. 

If the Vale seriously wants to get to grips with 
recycling, they need to provide solid, lidded bins 
that are easy to manoeuvre, arrange more doorstep 
collections for those who are infirm, disabled or 
elderly - or return to single use plastic bags. 

They also need to talk to the dustmen as I have - 
their job is made 10 times more difficult, thanks to 
this change of direction in recycling. 

I did suggest to a couple of crews that industrial 
action be taken for their benefit and for ours. You 
can afford to provide us with solid bins with lids 


Darren Farm ‘PR 
piece’ draws flack 

I AM much concerned by your headline 
article in The GEM of September 12, 
‘Darren Farm Cash for Cowbridge,’ 
which is no more than a confusing and 
disingenuous PR piece from Wimpey. 

Sara Taylor must know full well that any develop¬ 
ment likely to impact on an area to the extent that 
major Infrastructure development will be required, 
will have attendant statutory Section 106 payments 
attached to underwrite the cost. Without such com¬ 
mitment from the developer, in this case over £5.4m, 
the project would not be approved. 

Colwinston School is a separate issue, being in 
need of major refurbishment for the last 15 years 
and with the building of the Redrow Estate between 
2016 and early 2019, Heol Cae Pwll, in need of 
expansion to accommodate not just this site, but 
from its historic catchment area from Ewenny/ 
Comtown to the edge of Darren Farm and including 
Llyswomey and Llandow. 

This project is not being funded out of Darren 
Farm Section 106 payments which makes the refer¬ 
ence to this School downright misleading. 

The fact of the matter is, as I and other corres¬ 
pondents have repeatedly pointed out, that south east 
Wales housing estimates were based on those for 
London and the south east of England. 

This has produced a gross overestimate at a time 
when job opportunity (Ford) is declining and the 
attractiveness of the area for business investment 
waning as the result of negative signals and policies 
from Cardiff Bay.

lation of a lift in the town hall.

BCBC invites residents to 
aim axe for potential cuts 


BRIDGEND County Borough 
Council (BCBC) is considering 
cutbacks to services including 
street cleaning, CCTV, pest con¬ 
trol, town centre events, adult 
learning, education support 
services, as well as closing one 
of its three recycling centres. 

During the last four years BCBC has 
saved £27 million by cutting some services 
and reducing council staff numbers by 400, 
which has included making cutbacks in 
senior management. 

A further £3 5m saving must be made 
by 2023, and the council is warning that 
the situation is now reaching ‘breaking 
point’ due to reduced funding from central 
government. 

The local authority has launched its 
annual budget consultation ‘Shaping 
Bridgend’s Future,’ which lays out the 
tough decisions that need to be made ahead 
of setting its budget for 2020-21. Local 
residents are being asked to get involved 
and share their views on potential budget 
savings which include: 

• Moving to a reactive street cleaning 
service where street cleaners will only 
deal with prioritised complaints about fly 
tipping and bin emptying rather than carry¬ 
ing out regular cleaning which would save 
£270,000 per year; 

• Either completely closing one of 
the three recycling centres (in Maesteg, 
Tythegston and Brynmenyn) to save 
£100,000 per year, or closing all three sites 
for one day a week to save £50,000 a year; 

• Removing CCTV coverage. There are 
currently 92 cameras across the county bor¬ 
ough, and the service costs approximately 
£327,000 a year; 

• Charging a fee for pest control services 
which are currently free; 


• Saving £23,000 per year by no longer 
giving financial support to events in 
Bridgend town centre such as street mar¬ 
kets, Wartime Bridgend, and the classic 
car show; 

• Saving £133,000 per year by no longer 
funding adult community learning courses, 
or saving £65,000 per year by reducing the 
service to offer fewer courses; 

• Saving £307,000 per year by no longer 
providing specialist cognition and learning 
services to support pupils with special 
educational needs and disabilities in main¬ 
stream primary and secondary schools. 
Alternatively, £61,000 could be saved by 
training staff in schools to deliver some of 
these services; 

• Changing the way that one-to-one 
support is given for children with additional 
learning needs in primary schools. This 
could save £144,000 per year. 

• Stop providing escorts on board taxis 
and minibuses that are transporting fewer 
than eight pupils to primary schools. This 
would save £35,000 per year; 

Everyone who completes the ‘Shaping 
Bridgend’s Future’ survey will also be 
asked for their opinion on possible council 
tax rises to help protect services, and have 
their say on which services should be 
prioritised when making long-term budget 
decisions. 

Council Leader Huw David said: “We 
have already made multi-million-pound 
savings as we account for huge slashes 
in the funding we receive, and have done 
everything we can to prevent residents from 
having to experience the full impact of cuts. 
The coming year is going to be the toughest 
yet, and there are no easy options to save 
millions of pounds. 

“Until central government decides to 
stop pummelling local government and 


instead provides us with adequate funding 
to provide the services that our residents 
deserve, we will have to keep making some 
of the hardest decisions that we have ever 
faced. 

“If one service is prioritised, it means 
that another service has to lose out, so we 
need local people to work with us and tell 
us which services they want us to protect.” 

In 2019-20, it will cost BCBC almost 
£270.8m to provide a full range of public 
services for 142,000 residents. The coun¬ 
cil’s budget is made up of government 
funding, council tax and business rates. 
Council tax accounts for about 29 per 
cent (£79m) of the local authority’s net 
budget and doesn’t even cover the cost of 
the budget that goes straight to the county 
borough’s 59 schools. 

Cllr Tom Giffrad, leader of the Welsh 
Conservative Group on the council said: “I 
find it disappointing that the Leader of the 
Council has accused central government 
of ‘pummelling’ local government. The 
truth is that the Boris Johnson-led UK 
Government has announced £4.6 billion 
extra a year for schools, but the Welsh 
Labour Government hasn’t decided yet 
whether it will pass this money on to local 
councils. 

“So, if he’s looking to point the finger of 
blame for his own council’s shortcomings, 
he should be blaming his colleagues in 
Cardiff Bay, who have a poor record of 
passing on UK Government money to local 
councils.”

Two parks in line 
for major £lm 
revamp 


BRIDGEND 
County Borough 
Council has out¬ 
lined how funding 
of nearly £1 mil¬ 
lion will be spent 
across two of the 
county’s parks. 

Welsh Government 
announced the funding 
earlier this week as 
part of its ‘discovery 
gateways’ initiative. 
In total, 11 parks and 
heritage sites in the 
south Wales valleys will 
receive more than £6.6m. 

In Bridgend, Bryngarw 
Country Park was 
awarded £500,000 while 
Parc Slip Nature Reserve 
received £400,000. In 
a report which went 
before BCBC’s cabinet 
members on Tuesday, 
September 18, officers 
said the local authority 
would be working 
closely with the Awen 
Cultural Trust and the 
Wildlife Trust to deliver 
the funding projects. 

Within Bryngarw 
Country Park, the fund¬ 
ing is proposed for new 
natural play equipment, 
a new education build¬ 
ing for visiting schools 
and other groups, access 
improvements and the 
installation of solar 


panels on the visitor 
centre. Tree planting will 
also take place at the park 
and new ponds created. 

For Parc Slip, the pro¬ 
posals involve planting 
a fruit and nut orchard, 
creating a range of 
kitchen, herb and wildlife 
gardens, installing elec¬ 
tric car and bike charging 
points, repairing estate 
furniture and improving 
facilities to encourage 
people to stay longer; 
organising a range of 
events and purchasing 
an electric buggy for 
volunteers and staff to 
carry out maintenance 
work while also help¬ 
ing to improve access 
for reduced-mobility 
visitors during events. 

The funding will be 
released over a two-year 
period. Cabinet members 
will be asked to accept 
the funding offers and 
enter into agreements 
with Awen Cultural 
Trust and the Wildlife 
Trust of South and West 
Wales to support the 
delivery of activities.

Commenting on 
the announcement, 
Suzy Davies, Welsh 
Conservative AM for 
South Wales West, 
said: “This news is 
extremely welcome for 
Bridgend and the sur¬ 
rounding areas as there 
has been talk of INEOS 
being interested in 
Bridgend for some time. 

“It has been reported 
that initially INEOS will 
create up to 500 jobs. 
It is crucial that Ford 
workers are at the front 
of the queue for these 
jobs and I will be calling 
on Welsh Government 
to explain how they 
will be helping those 
that will soon be losing 
their jobs with Ford. 

Mrs Davies added “I 
also want to know from 
Welsh Government what 
guarantees they have 
sought from INEOS that 
they are in this for the 
long haul and whether 
those guarantees include 
creating more jobs.” 

“While this news does 
not answer questions 
about what will happen 
to the Ford Engine Plant 
site, I will be encourag¬ 
ing Welsh Government 
to use INEOS as a way 
of attracting other busi¬ 
nesses to the Engine 
Plant site as well.” 

Ogmore MP Chris 
Elmore and Ogmore 
AM Huw Irranca- 
Davies issued a joint 
press release, and com¬ 
mented: “Manufacturing 
- particularly in the 
automotive sector - has 
long since underpinned 
our regional and local 
economy and we very 
much hope that this 
decision is the start of 
a much brighter future 
for this crucial sector.” 


Secretary of State 
for Wales, and Vale 
MP, Alun Cairns said: 
“INEOS’ investment 
will provide a welcome 
boost to our automotive 
sector and to this part 
of Wales, including the 
Vale of Glamorgan, 
creating important jobs 
which will contribute to 
a strengthened economy.

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Funding crisis looms 
for nature reserve 


PRESSURE is 
mounting on the 
owners of a national 
nature reserve in 
Bridgend to reveal 
what plans it has 
in place for when 
the local author¬ 
ity’s lease ends in 
December. 

The Kenfig 

Corporation Trust 
has been invited to 
a meeting in early 
October involving local 
elected representatives, 
Natural Resources 
Wales and Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council (BCBC) 
to discuss its plans. 

It comes after increas¬ 
ing public concern over 
the reserve’s future with 
a petition and an action 
group being organ¬ 
ised on social media. 

Earlier this month, 
the trust released a 
statement saying nego¬ 
tiations were underway 
and a decision would 
be announced soon. 

BCBC’s cabinet 
member for education 


and regeneration Charles 
Smith, who organised 
the October 8 meeting, 
said there was a need 
for the trust to reassure 
people that something 
was in place for January. 

He said: “The council 
gave the trust notice of 
its intention to vacate the 
site more than eight years 
ago, so it is important 
to reassure people that 
plans are in place for 
what will happen when 
the handover takes place 
at the end of the year. 

“Elected represent¬ 
atives and council 
officers are receiving 
increasing enquiries 
from people looking for 
clarification about this. 

“I know that Kenfig 
Corporation Trust will 
want to reassure people 
about what plans are in 
place, and I hope that the 
outcome of the meeting 
will help to deliver this 
clarity and reassurance.” 

BCBC’s lease for the 
site ends on December 
31. It will bring to an 
end several decades of 
site management by 
local government. BCBC 


claims - without stating 
how much its support 
costs - it is because of 
local government cuts 
that it can no longer 
afford to continue 
to run the reserve. 

However, as detailed 
in another piece in this 
paper, BCBC was due 
to confirm how it will 
spend almost £1 mil¬ 
lion of funding on two 
parks in the county. 

The Kenfig National 
Nature Reserve com¬ 
prises about 1,300 acres 
of managed coastal sand 
dunes and wetlands on 
the coastline between 
Porthcawl and Port 
Talbot and is regarded 
as one of the finest 
examples of a sand dune 
habitat in Europe and 
is home to many rare 
species of plants, insects, 
birds and animals. It 
contains the UK’s entire 
population of the fen 
orchid and includes the 
clear waters of Kenfig 
Pool which, at 70 acres, 
is the largest natural 
lake in south Wales.

TWO pilots have raised 
more than £3,000 for an 
Armed Forces charity 
by flying nearly 2,000 
miles from south Wales 
to Malaga in Spain.

They flew 1,850 
miles in six days, spent 
23 hours flying, visited 
19 airfields, travelled 
through four countries 
and used 280 litres of 
fuel.

From there, the friends 
crossed the Spanish 
border and headed to 
Castellon before stop¬ 
ping in Vera, Almeria, 
and making the final leg 
of the journey to Malaga. 

They said: “We would 
just like to say a huge 
thank you to everyone 
for an astounding £3,000 
raised for Help for 
Heroes.”

Broken window Cocaine dealer 
costs Bridgend is spared jail 


man over £1,000 


A DRUNKEN man 
who went to a house 
where a former 
partner was and 
smashed windows 
causing damage 
of £150 has ended 
up with fines, costs 
and compensation 
totalling over £1,000 
at Cardiff Crown 
Court. 

Painter and deco¬ 
rator Michael Rosser, 
33, of William 
Crescent, Bridgend, 
admitted a charge of 
criminal damage and 
was also in breach 
of an 18-month 
suspended sentence 
for wounding and 
witness intimidation. 

Recorder Paul Lewis 
QC fined him a total 
of £700 and ordered 
him to pay costs and 
compensation of 
£300, plus a court 
surcharge of £100. 

Prosecutor Pamela 
Kaiga said Rosser 
went to the house in 


the Bridgend area, 
heavily drunk, and said 
he wanted to speak to 
a woman inside and 
would kill everyone. 

He was swearing 
and shouting and 
seconds later smashed 
a window before 
leaving the scene. 

He later admitted 
causing the damage. 

Ms Kaiga said the 
wounding offence 
involving punching a 
man in a pub and break¬ 
ing his eye socket. 

He later sent the 
victim a text saying 
he would “have him” 
if he continued pro¬ 
ceedings against him. 

Said barrister Ieuan 
Bennett, “He should 
not have gone to that 
house and the people 
inside did not want to 
have anything to do 
with him. Fortunately, 
his family is entirely 
respectable.” 


A CLASS A drugs 
dealer has received a 
suspended sentence 
at Cardiff Crown 
Court after being 
spotted in the centre 
of Maesteg with a 
quantity of cocaine. 

Andrew Heard, 
33, who lives in the 
town, was spotted by 
the police in Picton 
Street on February 
25, walking his dog 
to his mother’s home. 

In his rucksack, 
said prosecutor Jenny 
Yeo, he had 12 bags 
of cocaine and one bag 
of cannabis. The street 
value was about £600. 

Heard admitted pos¬ 
sessing cocaine with 
intent to supply and 
possessing cannabis. 

He was jailed for two 
years, suspended for two 
years, and ordered to 
take part in a six-month 
rehabilitation course 
and pay £340 costs and 
£140 court surcharge. 

Judge Nicola Jones 
said Heard had serious 
physical and mental 
health problems. 

Ms Yeo said Heard’s 


mobile phone contained 
30 messages indicat¬ 
ing he was dealing 
in cocaine and was 
owed over £6,000. 

He was said to have 
a previous conviction 
for being concerned in 
the supply of cannabis. 

His solicitor, David 
Sedgewick, said: 
“There are significant 
health issues as well 
as mental and phys¬ 
ical problems. He is 
vulnerable and naive 
and there are serious 
mobility problems.” 

The Judge said the 
police stopped him 
acting on intelligence 
and he made a ‘no 
comment’ interview 
after being arrested. 

He said Heard 
couldn’t claim any good 
character but he played 
a significant role. 

He added that he 
had been put under 
pressure and was a 
vulnerable person in 
the local community. 

The judge added 
that he had “last¬ 
ing difficulties”.

Recently the station 
welcomed 12 new 
recruits, who have already 
begun their training, 
which will be followed 
by mentored watches. 

A spokesman said:

8 from 7pm. Tickets 
are available from the 
tower or watchkeepers. 

The spokesman added:

Keeping track of cattle 
when on the moooove 


Re-shuffle for Youth 
Offending Service 


TRACKING technol¬ 
ogy is being fitted to 
animals at a wildlife 
habitat in south Wales 
to monitor their graz¬ 
ing areas, movements 
and location. 

Sheep and cattle graz¬ 
ing at Merthyr Mawr 
dunes, near Bridgend, 
will have the high-tech 
gadgets strapped to them 
in a bid to help staff 
at Natural Resources 
Wales. 

Data collected will 
show some of the ani¬ 
mals’ favourite grazing 
spots, which means staff 
at the government organ¬ 
isation can then move 
them from areas that 
need to grow to sections 
that need to be cut back. 

Information will also 
be fed back to farmers to 
give a live location for 
their livestock, reducing 


the time and cost in col¬ 
lecting them. 

Rob Williams, the 
cattle owner at Merthyr 
Mawr, said: “Trialling 
this type of technology 
with my cattle is an 
excellent opportunity to 
test whether it can help 
with managing livestock 
in areas where food 
production, conservation 
grazing and visitors 
enjoying the outdoors are 
all important outputs. 

“The project is test¬ 
ing how useful this 
technology is from a 
farmer’s perspective in 
helping keep livestock 
on sites where grazing is 
a key part of landscape 
management.” 

It is also taking place 
at sites on the Black 
Mountains in the Brecon 
Beacons and Anglesey.

OFFICERS at 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) have 
admitted they “lost 
control” of elements 
within the youth 
offending service in 
Western Bay, and 
say that the regional 
collaboration left 
them not always 
knowing what was 
happening. 

In 2014, the youth 
offending services of 
Swansea, Neath Port 
Talbot and Bridgend 
were amalgamated, cre¬ 
ating the Western Bay 
Youth Justice and Early 
Intervention Service. 
However, following a 
scathing report by HM 
Inspectorate of Probation 
earlier this year, the 
service was split up in 
April, with each local 
authority running its 
own team. Inspectors 
criticised the governance 
and leadership of the 
service, and said none 
of the three authorities 
had taken appropriate 
responsibility for its 
work and there was con¬ 
fusion in processes and 
procedures, leaving some 
young people in unsafe 


situations. Youth offend¬ 
ing teams supervise 10 
to 18-year-olds who have 
been sentenced by a court 
or who have come to the 
attention of the police 
because of their behav¬ 
iour but have not been 
charged and instead are 
dealt with out of court. 
The principal aim is to 
prevent offending and 
re-offending. At a BCBC 
scrutiny committee 
meeting on September 
16, officers told coun¬ 
cillors a restructure was 
under way in the youth 
justice service to ensure 
there were clear lines of 
accountability. They said 
that having come out of 
the regional service, cru¬ 
cial posts were missing. 
Nicola Echanis, head 
of education and early 
help, said there had been 
different issues in differ¬ 
ent areas of the region 
which resulted in the 
“inadequate” Western 
Bay service rating, such 
as the monitoring of 
staff sickness and post¬ 
court processes. She told 
councillors: “I think we 
lost control to a degree 
because of that collabo¬ 
ration. We didn’t always 
have all the strands in 
place that we needed to 
know exactly what was 
going on. We now have 


rigorous management 
systems in place where 
we know who is man¬ 
aging who, and who is 
responsible for what.” 
She said there would be a 
more proactive approach 
to management of staff 
sickness, adding levels 
were “not good” at the 
moment, largely because 
of the restructure. Ms 
Echanis said: “We have a 
few key individuals that 
have been affected by the 
restructure who are not 
here for various reasons, 
and we do understand 
that these processes do 
cause stress. I think we 
will soon find the service 
settling down and mov¬ 
ing forward.” The coun¬ 
cil is currently recruiting 
for two lead practitioners 
who will lead the opera¬ 
tional side of the service. 
It has also increased the 
number of social workers 
in the team from three 
to four. A new manage¬ 
ment board has also been 
formed. Group manager 
for integrated working 
and family support Mark 
Lewis said there were 
now “good and robust” 
governance arrange¬ 
ments in place. Officers 
said at any one time, 
around 100 children were 
known to the service.

‘Prison-like’ 
Bridgend housing 
vetoed 


Eligible parents are 
urged to apply for school 
uniform grant cash 


ADEVELOPMENT 
of 41 houses in 
Bridgend has been 
turned down over 
fears it would create 
a “prison” environ¬ 
ment for residents. 

The plans, submit¬ 
ted by Hafod Housing 
Association and Jehu, 
involve a section of 
land next to Wyndham 
Close and the Brackla 
Industrial Estate. It 
includes 13 one-bed 
flats, 18 two-bed houses, 
nine three-bed houses 
and a four-bed house, 
which would be classed 
as “affordable housing”. 
However, due to the site 
being next to the indus¬ 
trial estate, noise miti¬ 
gation measures would 
have the homes built 
behind acoustic fences 
up to 2.5m high and all 
windows sealed. 

Council officers 
recommended the plans 
be turned down, as the 
measures would create 
a “prison” environment 
that should not be sup¬ 
ported. A report which 
went before BCBC’s 
development control 
committee on September 
12, said: “The site is so 
closely related to noise 
sources from road traffic 
and nearby businesses 
that the level of miti¬ 
gation required would 
create living spaces 


that could not offer an 
acceptable environment 
for fhture residents.” 

Cllr John Spanswick 
said: “I would welcome 
this application if it was 
somewhere else. Living 
in sealed boxes is not the 
way forward.” 

Businesses on the 
industrial estate signed 
a petition objecting to 
the development, saying 
the land was reserved 
as a “green wedge” in 
the adopted Bridgend 
Local Development 
Plan to avoid conflict 
between the residents 
of the Brackla housing 
estate and the industrial 
estate and said removing 
its protection would put 
300 jobs at risk on the 
industrial estate. Hafod 
Housing Association 
said its application was 
submitted on the back 
of the local authority’s 
positive pre-application 
response and was disap¬ 
pointed the council had 
made a u-tum on the 
much-needed affordable 
housing for residents 
against a shortfall in land 
supply. Council officers 
said while similar 
sound-proofing measures 
had been used on nearby 
housing developments, 
the situation where all 
habitable room windows 
would be sealed was 
difficult to support.

A NEW council 
report shows the 
families of about 
300 children in 
Bridgend have 
yet to take advan¬ 
tage of the Pupil 
Development Grant 
(PDG), awarded 
by the Welsh 
Government to 
local authorities to 
help provide assis¬ 
tance to families on 
low incomes, and 
in receipt of free 
school meals. 

For 2019-20 Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council (BCBC) has 
received a grant of 
just over £200,000 to 
help eligible pupils. 

So far it has processed 
1,120 applications but 
says there’s potentially 
a further 290 remaining 
to be claimed and the 
deadline for claim¬ 
ing is December 31. 

The value of the 
grant is up to £125 for 
each eligible pupil with 
the exception of those 
entering year-7, who 
can receive up to £200. 

It can be used to buy: 

• School uniform 
including coats and shoes. 

• School sports kit 
including footwear. 

• Uniform for enrich¬ 
ment activities, such as 


scouts, guides, cadets, 
martial arts, sports, per¬ 
forming arts or dance. 

• Various equip¬ 
ment including school 
bags and stationery. 

• Equipment for 
out of school hours 
trips, for example 
waterproof clothing. 

At a cabinet meeting 
on Tuesday, September 
17, councillors encour¬ 
aged families to apply 
for the grant if they 
think they’re eligible. 

Council leader 
Huw David said: “We 
don’t want anyone to 
miss out in Bridgend. 

“We know lots of fam¬ 
ilies really do struggle 
to find the money to pay 
for school uniforms. If 
you have two or three 
children it can be a par¬ 
ticularly significant cost 
for a parent or carer.” 

Parents of eligible 
primary school pupils 
receive the full grant 
payment by cheque 
or Bacs payment 
upon application. 

Eligible pupils in 
secondary and spe¬ 
cial schools receive a 
combination of a uni¬ 
form pack or voucher 
for redemption at an 
approved supplier and a 
“cash” top-up by Bacs 
to the full value of the 
grant upon application. 

To date, 512 grants 


have been awarded to 
primary school pupils, 36 
to pupils attending spe¬ 
cial schools, and 561 to 
secondary school pupils. 

Parents can apply for 
the grant by request¬ 
ing, completing and 
returning the application 
form to their school. 

In 2018-19, the PDG 
Access Grant replaced 
the former Welsh 
Government School 
Uniform Grant for 
pupils in receipt of free 
school meals and enter¬ 
ing secondary school. 

It was then extended to 
include free school meals 
pupils of reception age. 

For 2019-20, the grant 
has been further extended 
to include pupils who are 
eligible for free school 
meals and entering 
reception, year-3, year-7 
and year-10 in primary, 
secondary and special 
schools, resource bases 
and pupil referral units. 

In a report which went 
before BCBC’s cabinet 
on Tuesday, September 
17, officers said pupils 
with a protected enti¬ 
tlement to free school 
meals, as a consequence 
of the implementation of 
Universal Credit, were 
not eligible for the grant.

Councillor blasts ‘ridiculous’ 
price hike on sports pitches 



BRIDGEND 
council has been 
accused of try¬ 
ing to “frighten” 
sports clubs into 
taking on the run¬ 
ning of pitches 
by hiking prices. 

Clubs in the county 
borough face having 
to pay more than 
£40,000 a year if they 
want to continue to use 
outdoor facilities, a 
councillor has warned. 

Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) has said it 
can no longer afford 
to take care of pitches 
and pavilions for the 
public due to ongoing 
local government cuts. 

It wants sports clubs 
and town and community 
councils to take on facil¬ 
ities themselves through 
its community asset 
transfer (CAT) process, 
and have said that if 
they don’t, facilities will 
eventually disappear. 

New figures show 
the potential scale of 
charges from April 2020. 
They involve rugby and 
football clubs paying 
£200 every time they 
use a pitch and about 
£100 every time they 
use a sports pavilion 


- five times the amount 
they pay currently. 

At a scrutiny com¬ 
mittee meeting on 
September 5, Cllr David 
Lewis said it would leave 
a rugby club like Tondu 
having to pay in excess 
of £40,000 to use the 
facilities, based on the 
number of teams it has 
and with 30 weekends 
in a season. He called it 
“ridiculous” and accused 
officers of putting in the 
figures to “frighten” clubs 
into undertaking CATs. 

Meanwhile, bowls 
clubs would have to pay 
£28,500 a year while 
cricket clubs would 
need to pay £27,500 
per season for pitches. 

BCBC chief executive 
Mark Shephard said the 
figures related to the cur¬ 
rent level of subsidy the 
council had been paying 
for clubs to play and 
that clubs would have to 
rethink their priorities. 

He said: “This is about 
trying to sustain facilities 
for future generations. 
We are saying we will 
not be able to afford to 
run them. By default, 
these facilities will close, 
not necessarily immedi¬ 
ately. If I was a rugby 
or football club I would 
be talking now about 


creating an 
all sports 

association.” 

However, 
councillors said 
they wanted to see 
a breakdown of 
the maintenance 
costs, saying they 
believed they 
were “extremely 
inflated”. 

Zak Shell, head 
of operations for 
community ser¬ 
vices, told coun¬ 
cillors: “Full cost 
recovery is the 
backstop for those 
who don’t want 
to engage with the CAT 
process. None of this is 
ideal - we are closing 
pavilions as we speak.” 

A recent public 
consultation on the pro¬ 
posals saw more than 
2,100 people respond 
with 43 per cent saying 
that sports organisa¬ 
tions should consider 
taking responsibility 
for playing fields and 
pavilions while almost 
a third were against, 
and a quarter unsure. 

Almost half said that 
the town and commu¬ 
nity councils should 
consider taking on the 
responsibility for the 
running of sports pitches 


and pavilions with a 
quarter of respond¬ 
ents being against. 

At the scrutiny meet¬ 
ing, councillors said the 
consultation had not 
made it clear that the pre¬ 
cept people pay to town 
and community councils 
would likely have to 
increase to fund the addi¬ 
tional responsibilities. 

Half of the respond¬ 
ents also said community 
groups who took on 
long leases to take care 
of facilities should be 
allowed to put up fences 
around the perimeter 
while a quarter said they 
should not be permitted. 

Mr Shell admitted 


enclosing pitches was 
a “very thorny issue”. 

The council cur¬ 
rently oversees 39 
playing fields and 40 
pavilions, the majority 
of which it says are in 
a poor state of repair. 

It aims to cut £369,000 
from the communities 
budget by either trans¬ 
ferring outdoor sports 
facilities to community 
groups or charging 
clubs full cost recovery. 

The scrutiny commit¬ 
tee’s recommendations 
will go before cabinet 
when it considers the 
outcome of the consul¬ 
tation report next month.

Rail and the British Transport Police 
are calling on those involved to 
understand the grave risks and con¬ 
sequences involved in taking part in 
such activities. 

Repeat locations, as they are 
known, are monitored every four 
weeks throughout the year. The latest 
figures highlight that in the last 12 
months, Pyle had 21 recorded inci¬ 
dents, Bridgend 19 and Pencoed 16, 
with a total of 56 incidents within the 
Bridgend County Borough boundary. 

Bill Kelly, Network Rail’s route 
director for Wales and Borders, said: 
“The railway network is not a place 
where anyone should ever consider 
trespassing. It is a very dangerous 
place to be and can have catastrophic 
implications for those involved, for 
the passengers on the trains and for 
our staff who work the network. The 
dangers of trespassing may seem obvi¬ 
ous, but there are also many hidden 
dangers present on the railway. 

“I urge anyone involved in this 
activity to cease immediately to avoid 
any serious consequences. I also call 
on adults who sometimes cross our 
railways to make their exit from a sta¬ 
tion quicker, to stop this immediately 
and exit all stations in the appropriate 
and safe manner. Many young people 
look to adults to set an example and if 
they see adults casually trespassing on 
the railway, then it’s logical that this 
will send them the absolutely wrong 
message about this activity.” 




Transport for Wales Security 
Manager Simon Turton said: “It’s so 
important that people treat the railway 
with respect and understand the devas¬ 
tating consequences of trespassing on 
the tracks and anti-social behaviour. 

“Whether it is people taking a short 
cut or simply messing around, please 
just think ‘is it really worth risking 
losing life or limb over?’ 

“Not every train stops at every sta¬ 
tion; some are fast services coming 
through at speed while we also see 
freight traffic coming through our 
stations and modem trains which are 
incredibly quiet, so you should never, 
ever assume it is safe to go onto the 
track. 

“We work closely with Network 
Rail and British Transport Police to 
cut down on these incidents, but we 
need the public’s support too, because 
none of us want to see anyone get hurt 
on the railway.” 

Inspector Michael Edwards from 
British Transport Police added: 
“We’re on hand in the region 24/7 
to dismpt and investigate any reports 
of trespass and anti-social behaviour. 
The railway is a highly dangerous 
environment and anyone seeking to 
trespass on the lines is not only com¬ 
mitting an offence, they’re risking 
their lives. 

“If you witness anything contact 
BTP by texting 61016 or call 0800 
40 50 40. In an emergency, always 
call 999.” 

Network Rail, along with the wider 
rail industry and British Transport 
Police, have developed a campaign 
called You vs. Train. The aim of the 
campaign is to target teenagers and 
encourage them to think about the 
serious consequences for them and 
their loved ones when it comes to 
trespassing on the railway.

Demands for 
resignations in 
cattle market row 


CONSERVATIVES in 
Cowbridge have criti¬ 
cised the town’s three Vale 
Independent councillors for 
failing to protect its historic 
cattle market from closure. 

Vale of Glamorgan Council have 
informed Glamorgan Marts, the 
market’s operator, that its licence 
for the current site will not be 
extended beyond March next year. 

At full council on September 9, 
councillors considered a motion pro¬ 
posed by Shadow Cabinet Member 
for Corporate Performance and 
Resources Cllr George Carroll and 
seconded by Cllr Andrew RT Davies. 

It called on the council to act on its 
own feasibility study, which recom¬ 
mended an out of town multi-purpose 
site be identified, and warned that if 
the current market closed before a 
replacement was up and running, 
it was unlikely to ever reopen. 

However, the motion was defeated 
after all Labour and Vale Independent 
members, including Cowbridge 
councillors Hunter Jarvie, Andrew 
Parker and Geoff Cox, voted against. 

Cllr Carroll said: “The cattle mar¬ 
ket is a key part of Cowbridge’s her¬ 
itage as a market town, and I fear that 
once it’s gone it will be gone forever. 

“I accept that it cannot stay 
where it is, and that it needs to 
move to an out of town location. 

“Indeed, moves to increase 
parking capacity in the town are to 
be welcomed, though there must 
of course be proper consultation 


with residents and local traders. 

“However, the council’s own 
feasibility study is clear that the 
current site must not close until 
an alternative is up and running. 

“It is bitterly disappointing 
our motion was rejected and 
that the council has failed in its 
duty to protect such a precious 
part of the town’s heritage.” 

Cllrs Cox, Jarvie and Parker were 
elected to represent Cowbridge 
as Conservatives in 2017, but 
now sit as Vale Independents and 
prop up a Labour administration. 

Cowbridge Conservative 
spokesman and town councillor 
Russell Spencer Downe criticised 
them for failing to stand up for 
local people, and called on them 
to resign and face by-elections. 

Cllr Downe said: “The people of 
Cowbridge have been left without 
representation following the decision 
of the three councillors to defect. 
Just like with the Physic Garden, 
they have once again failed to stand 
up for the town, and should resign 
and put their decision to change alle¬ 
giance to the people in by-elections. 

“Cowbridge Conservatives remain 
steadfast in our determination to 
stand up for the town, and will 
continue to fight to secure the 
future of our historic cattle market.”

Topping Out ceremony at 
Cardiff’s HMS Cambria 



MORGAN Sindall Construction 
has celebrated reaching the half¬ 
way stage of its work delivering 
a major head office and training 
facility at HMS Cambria, the lead 
Royal Naval Reserve Unit in Wales, 
with a topping out ceremony. 

First established in 1947, HMS Cambria 
was originally based in Cardiff Docks until 
moving to Sully in 1980, creating what is 
today known as Cardiff Bay. The new site 
will be home to the Royal Naval Reserve, 
Royal Marines Reserve and University 
Royal Naval Units. 

Construction at the Cardiff Bay site 
began in January, with the 3,755 square 
metre steel-framed facility expected to be 
completed by the beginning of 2020. 

The new build headquarters will replace 
the existing HMS Cambria in Sully and will 
continue to serve as the headquarters for 
maritime Reservists across Wales. 

The new building will provide accom¬ 
modation for up to 50 people, alongside 


a modern office environment with 80 
workspaces, several training and classroom 
suites, a fitness room and a large, multi-pur¬ 
pose dining room. Outside, there will be a 
Royal Marine rope training area, car park 
and parade square. 

The project is being delivered through 
the joint partnership of Reserve Forces’ 
and Cadets’ Association (RFCA) for Wales 
and Associated British Ports, South Wales 
(ABP South Wales). 

Its commission forms part of the Future 
Reserves 2020 (FR20) programme initiated 
by the previous Prime Minister to encour¬ 
age growth and investment in the UK’s 
Reserve Forces. 

External work on the building is nearing 
completion, with both cladding and roof 
works successfully completed. 

Work has now begun on the installation 
of mechanic and electrical systems across 
all four storeys. 

The topping out ceremony was attended 
by numerous organisations including 
representatives from ABP, construction 


consultants, Gleeds, and the Royal Navy. 

Rob Williams, area director for Morgan 
Sindall Construction, said: “Today is a 
great opportunity to celebrate progress with 
an enjoyable event for everyone involved in 
this great project.” 

“When complete, the new look HMS 
Cambria will represent a significant 
improvement to the Royal Navy’s infra¬ 
structure and a fit-for-purpose Reservist’s 
training centre. 

Alongside other new public buildings 
such as the BBC and HMRC facilities 
in Cardiff s Central Square, the Cambria 
building will boost the local economy. 
We are proud to be able to work in close 
collaboration with the ABP and RFCA on 
such an iconic community asset.” 

Andrew Harston, Regional Director for 
ABP in Wales, commented: “We were 
delighted that ABP’s Port of Cardiff was 
chosen as the site for this future strategic 
facility and now that it is clad, people can 
really see the positive impact that HMS 
Cambria will make in Cardiff Bay”.

A BRIDGEND 
woman is on her 
way to the finals of 
a UK national busi¬ 
ness competition 
after winning the 
Wales Institute of 
Directors’ Family 
Director of the year 
award. 

For Rayner Davies, it 
was something that she 
could not have imagined 
after leaving school with 
only one GCSE, having 
her first baby at the 
age of 16 and claiming 
benefits. 

At the age of 19, she 
had her second child and 
soon realised that for 
the life she wanted to 
live, it was impossible 
to be a young mother on 
benefits. 

She found a job as a 
community care worker 
but the burning desire to 
prove that she was more 
than a teen mum on ben¬ 
efits grew stronger. 

At the age of 23, 
Rayner decided to try 
going self-employed. 
With the qualifications 


and skills she had, she 
decided to offer a local 
ironing service. Four 
months later she was able 
to leave her care job and 
fully focus on the start of 
her business journey. 

Rayner now runs 
A&R Contract cleaning 
with her husband Ashley 
Davies which was set up 
in 2010. 

She could see that 
with Ashley on board, 
the business really had 
potential but, as with any 
family run business try¬ 
ing to grow, there were 
challenges in the early 
years. 

Rayner had been diag¬ 
nosed with depression 
from the age of 19, and 
raising a family and lack 
of business knowledge 
were obstacles that did 
not stop them from 
growing the business 
with sheer drive and 
determination. 

Fast forward to 2019, 
and Ashley and Rayner’s 
A&R Contract Cleaning 
Services has diversified 
in the services they offer 
and are proud that they 
now employ nearly 200 


staff, providing pro¬ 
fessional commercial 
cleaning to 150 clients, 
including two of their 
largest clients One 
Central Square and the 
new Two Central Square 
Hugh James. 

They have won awards 
before. In 2017/18 they 
were in the ‘Fast Growth

one.

News from the 
Fonmon Apiary - 
who’d be a drone? 


THE beekeeping 
literature that we 
beekeepers use as 
a guide is decid¬ 
edly becoming 
out-dated! 

Why? It says that in 
September, super boxes 
that are not being used 
should be removed and 
the drawn out combs in 
them stored to prevent 
attacks by wax moths and 
mice, and that any colony 
that does not have suffi¬ 
cient stores should be fed. 

We can purchase a 
commercially made 
liquid foodstuff and by 
feeding this, we ensure 
that a colony has a 
good chance of surviv¬ 
ing the winter months. 

However, all my 
colonies are still very 
active and thanks to the 
prevailing weather, for¬ 
agers are still at work. 

I have colonies with 
two or three supers on 
them that are well stocked 
with honey and pollen, so 
I could take off some 
of the surplus honey - 
decisions, decisions! 

As ever, it is the 
weather conditions 
and the time of year 
that dominates in the 
beekeeping world. 

The ladies in the 
hive, who run the show, 
are well aware of the 
lessening of daylight 
hours and they are 


acting accordingly. The 
likelihood of swarming 
is diminishing, and 
this equates to no new 
queens emerging and 
consequently, any drones 
whose function is to 
mate with new queens, 
will not now be required 
- they have to go! 

When I check on the 
colonies, I can observe 
the ladies evicting 
the drones from the 
hives. They will not be 
allowed re-entry, and so 
will die of starvation, 
cold or are even stung 
to death by the ladies. 

Honeybees do not 
hibernate. With the 
milder winters, colonies 
are active when they 
should be settled into 
winter survival mode. 

Any activity requires 
an energy resource; this 
will be met by consum¬ 
ing their winter stores, 
so if the beekeeper is not 
on the ball, there is every 
possibility that all this 
activity will mean the col¬ 
ony running out of food 
due to being active when 
they should be inactive. 

So do I leave the 
supers on and ignore 
the instruction in the 
available literature? 

I do have a winter 
move pending and want 
the hives lighter and 
not too high - but will I 
make the right decision?

Mr Llewellyn-Jones said: “My 
personal challenges are extreme in 
nature because I feel it is important 
to show the world what the human 
body and mind is capable of despite 
having cystic fibrosis. My mission 
is to motivate and inspire every¬ 
one to be the best they can be.” 


CF Warriors is a cystic fibrosis 
charity which helps children get 
into sport and exercise to increase 
their life expectancy and Rays of 
Sunshine brightens the lives of chil¬ 
dren with serious and life-limiting 
illnesses by granting their wishes. 

Mr Llewellyn-Jones, formerly an 
Aberthin resident, has so far raised 
more than £2,600, but still needs 
help reaching his £20,000 target.

Terry Verrinder 
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Seven of the most 
common plant diseases 
and how to cure them 


GREEN- 
FINGERED Brits 
wanting to keep 
their gardens 
healthy have been 
warned to be wary 
of seven common 
plant killers. 

Horticulture experts 
from BillyOh.com have 
named some of the most 
destructive plant diseases 
and revealed how to pro¬ 
tect plants and flowers. 

Ensuring plants are 
given the right amount 
of water, have enough 
ventilation and have the 
space to grow are all ways 
to keep disease at bay. 

From powdery mildew 
and brown rot to leaf 
spots and rust, most of 
these diseases are rela¬ 
tively easy to control but 
for some, preventative 
measures are best taken. 

A spokesperson 
for BillyOh.com said: 
“There’s nothing 
worse than putting 
lots of time and effort 
into your garden for 
disease to then strike. 

“Many plants don’t 
cope well with the 
temperamental weather 
we’re currently expe¬ 
riencing, and it can be 
the perfect growing 
ground for many dif¬ 
ferent types of fungi. 

“Knowing what to look 
out for and how to deal 
with the diseases as soon 
as they are spotted is the 
best way to ensure they 


don’t permanently dam¬ 
age plants and flowers.” 

1. Rust: Rust is a 
fungus which devel¬ 
ops in damper places. 

Given its name due 
to its colour, the disease 
can make a plant weak 
well before showing 
physical signs. Rust- 
resistant varieties a 

re available for many 
types of vegetables such 
as leeks and onions. 

2. Leaf spots: This 
is a sign that plants are 
stressed which could 
perhaps be due to being 
over, or under, watered. 

Caused by a range of 
fungi, spots may join 
together to create large 
areas of dead patches. 

To take extra care 
of your plant, it’s 
good practice to cut 
out the affected areas. 

3. Powdery mildew: 
This is a result of fungal 
disease caused by the 
plant’s roots being dry 
while having damp air 
around the flower buds. 

Remove dead leaves 
over winter to prevent the 
disease from spreading 
and ensure you mulch in 
spring and autumn to trap 
the moisture in the roots. 

4. Grey mould: 
Common in many soft 
fruits such as raspberries 
and strawberries, and 
also many ornamental 
flowers, it can often be 
caused by being grown 
in humid conditions, 
which means you must 



am 



ensure plants aren’t over¬ 
crowded and if growing 
under glass make sure 
they are well ventilated. 

5. Box blights: A dis¬ 
ease found in the leaves 
and stems of box plants 
caused by fungus, leaves 
turn brown and fall off, 
and leaves on young 
stems will dieback, 
meaning only stems will 
be visible with no leaves. 
You should cut out the 
infected stems, but only 
once they’re fully dry 
otherwise you run the risk 
of the disease spreading. 

6. Brown rot: Found 
in fruit trees caused by 
fungus, brown rot causes 
fruit such as apples, 
pears and cherries to 
turn brown and rot, it 
occurs in the wounds 
created mainly by birds, 


and many affected 
fruits either fall or hang 
mouldy from the tree. 

There is no way to 
control the spread of 
the disease, other than 
to remove the mouldy 
fruit as soon as possible. 

7. Blight: Found 
mainly in potato and 
tomato plants, blight 
can completely destroy 
a crop, or make them 
completely inedible. 

It turns leaves brown 
from the edges inwards 
and can cause stems 
to collapse and die. 

Mainly seen during 
warm and moist condi¬ 
tions, remove affected 
leaves and stems as 
soon as you see them.

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AMs debate 
clean air bill 
for Wales 


THIS week saw 
assembly members 
debating the need to 
introduce a Clean 
Air Bill within this 
assembly term in 
order to protect the 
health and well-be¬ 
ing of our nation. 

Wales is in a toxic air 
crisis, says Healthy Air 
Cymru, a coalition of 
third sector organisation 
concerned about air 
pollution. 

Over 2000 deaths 
a year in Wales are 
attributed to air pollution 
at a cost of £1000m, this 
equates to 11% of the 
overall NHS budget in 
Wales. 

A report released 
by the British Lung 
Foundation in October 
2018 showed that 57 
health centres including 
three hospitals, across 
Wales were above World 
Health Organisation 
limits for PM2.5- a small 
dangerous particle in 
air pollution that is tiny 
enough to be breathed 
and absorbed through 
the lungs. 

Research has also 
shown that some of the 
most deprived areas face 
the worst levels of air 
pollution, meaning the 
poorest in our society 
continue to suffer further 
health inequalities as 
a result of poorer air 
-quality. 

An announcement 
about a new Clean 
Air plan is expected 
later in the autumn 
however further delay in 
supporting this with new 
or improved legislation 
will see a continuation 
of a postcode lottery for 
clean air. 

Joseph Carter, Chair 
of Healthy Air Cymm 
said: “The return of 
the clean air debate in 
the assembly is a clear 
indication of the urgency 
of the matter. We are in 
a toxic air crisis. 

“We cannot afford to 
delay any further while 
the most vulnerable 
members of our society 
suffer the effects of dirty 
air. 

“The current 
provisions do not 
fulfil the needs of a 
forward-thinking Wales 
and if we’re to see a 
real change across the 
country, we need the 
legislative support and 


framework there to 
enable local authorities 
to deliver the cleanest air 
possible.” 

“With a rise in 
childhood asthma cases 
attributed to air pollution 
and further links to 
dementia, mental health 
and respiratory disease; 
toxic air is costing lives, 
costing us our health and 
creating an unnecessary 
strain on NHS resources. 
Wales needs a clean air 
act now. Just because we 
cannot see it, it doesn’t 
mean that threat is any 
less, it just makes it far 
more dangerous and our 
need to tackle it that 
much greater.” 

The debate was tabled 
by Conservative AM 
Darren Miller and speak¬ 
ing ahead of the debate, 
Shadow Health Minister 
Angela Bums said: 

“With more than one in 
twenty people in Wales 
dying as a result of poor 
air quality each year, we 
as policymakers should 
feel compelled to act. 

“That is why we will 
be calling on the Welsh 
Government to legislate 
for our long-time policy 
of a Clean Air Act. This 
will mandate ministers 
to produce a statutory 
air quality strategy every 
five years. 

“The Welsh 
Government has 
declared a climate 
emergency and yet we 
have seen no measures 
to tackle it. 

“The adoption of 
our policy will finally 
put some momentum 
into this programme. 
Additionally, it will 
create a far healthier 
population and reverse 
worrying trends when 
it comes to lung condi¬ 
tions, which is why we 
felt it imperative that we 
worked with the British 
Lung Foundation to 
bring forward this debate 
to the Assembly. 

“We urge Ministers to 
support today’s motion.” 

Healthy Air Cymm 
which leads the Cross- 
Party Group for A 
Clean Air Act, includes 
organisations such 
as the British Lung 
Foundation, Friends of 
the Earth, British Heart 
Foundation, Swansea 
University, Client Earth, 
Living streets, Sustrans 
Cymm and the Royal 
College of Physicians.
